Warfaw, Match 30. 
HERE have lately been feveral Con- 
ferences in this City between the Ladies 
of the Palatines of Belz and Kiow, who 
are fince gone to their Husbands. ’Tis 
not doubied the Defign. of thofe Con- 
’ ferences was to terminate the Differences between 
thofe Palatins, who both pretend to be great Gene- 
tals of the Crown-Army, the fir having been no- 
minated by King Auguftus, the other by King S:a- 
niflaus. The laft Letters from Lithuania import, 
thar the Contefts between Prince Sapieha aud Prince 
Wielnowisxi, for the Office of great General of Li- 
thuania had been made up ainicably at Gieranon, 
by the Mediation of the King of Sweden and King 
Staniflaus, or the following Terms: That Prince 
Sapieha fhovid hold ihe Office of great General, and 
Prince Wiefaowiski that of uncce-Geaeral: That 
if Prince Sapieha thould die, o: lay dowa his Office, 
then Prince Wiefnowiski fhould be gpade great Ge- 
neral, and M. Sapieba S arcft of Bobruis under-Ge- 
neral, Thus all is quiet in Litouania ; and ‘ris bop'd 
the Bihhop of Culm who is gone to the Palatise of 
Belz with fome Propofitions from King Steniflaus, 
will re-eftablifh Peace in Poland allo, From Lem- 
berg they wrice the 21f Inttanr, that the Commif- 
fary-Genera! of the Army of the Crown artiving 
there, had been very well receiv’d by the Palatine 
of Belz. °Tis rumour’d he was Commiffion’d to 
make fome Propofitions to him, to engage him to 
acknowledge King Staniflaus : But in all Appear- 
ance he bas not fucceeded in his Negociation, for 
he is fince retir’d to Sokal on the Bug and feems little 
fatisfied with his Interview with thac Palatine. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated May 12. 

From the King of Sweden’s Head. Quarters at Ro- 
doskowits, April 4. The 27th of laft Month the 
King of Sweden march’d from Smorgonie, and 
the 29th arriv’d here, 5 Miles from Minsk. His 
Majefty has pur part of his Army inco Quarters be- 
tween this Place and Boviffow, and another Part 
about Dolckinow, near. which about 8000 of the 
Enemy under 3 Generals were potted, but they ha- 
ving Intelligence of the approach of Collonel Heim 
with his Regiment of Dragoons, retir'd. We have 
difcover'd here a great Quantity of Corn bury'd 
under Grouad: It will fubfift us for fome Time. 
We have Intelligence from Mufcovy, that the Peo- 
ple are in great Apprehenfion of our coming into 
that Country ; but that the Czar defigns to fend 
20000 Men through Volhinia to Poland, affoon as 
we reach the Frontiers of Mufcovy ; Yet this will 
fot diver us from advancing forwards,

Palatine of iow a Rebel, and the King of Swe- 
den an Enemy of the Country. Lhe fiid great 
; General has under his command 18000 tlorfe, 
; and there are 15000 Mutcovites in Volnin.a ready 
, tO joyn him on Occafion and obey is Orders. 
‘ The Letters from Wilna, tell us the Swedes had 
oblig’d that City to pay them 61000 Douars: 
That above 200 Swedith Soldiers and 40 Officers, 
were brought in there who had been wounded in 
a very fharp Action with the Mufcovites nes- Bo- 
riffuw, in which above 30 Troops of Swedes wid 
as many Lithuanians, were kill’d or taken sifo- 
ners. The King of Sweden continues in his Re- 
* folution to march forwards imo Vufcovy, as the 
‘only Means co bring things to an ]ffue: which 'tis 
Intereft to haften, fur his Army dwir vifi- 
“bly: 3000 of bis Men are nw Prifoners in the 
Hands of the Mufcovices ; and fides what have 
been kill’d, wouhded, or deflerted, or died of 
* Hunger,the Bloody- Flux and ottier!)'ftempers carry 
off nota few of bis Men daily. Vhe Mufcuvires 
‘retire, as they find themfelves prefs'd, towards 
‘their Frontiers ; but not precipitately ; intrench- 
* ing themfelves wherever they find anAdvantagious 
* Spot of Ground, and thence {ending out Parties 
‘to ravage and lay wafte the Country berween 
them and the Swedes. They carefally avoid com- 
ing to any Action of Confequence, even when 
‘ they might reafonably promife themfelves the Vi- 
* Gory ; becaule they find they have already done 
“the Swedith Army as great Damage, as if they 
* had defeated them in a fet Battle. 
From the Amfterdam Couranr, dated May 12. 
Dantzick, April 23. Though the Swedes ufe all 
Methods to conceal the News of fuch Occurrences 
of War as are to their Difadvantage, yet we have 
confirm’d Advice, That they have receiv’d a Blow 
near Minsk, of which tbe following Particulars have 
been tranfmitied. Viz. The King of Sweden fenr 
M. Canifer a general Officer, with 6000 Men as the 
Vanguard of bis Army, towards that Cicy; of 
which the Mufcovites having Intelligence retir'd, 
till they had drawn them to an advantagious 
Ground ; however, the Swedes charg’d, but were 
fo well receiv'd that 3000 of rhem fell on the Spor, 
among them feveral Officers of Note, and the Muf- 
covites took at leaft 30 Standards. The Bithop of 
Culm has a Commiffion from King Staniflaus and 
his Council, to treat of an Agreement and Union 
with the Deputies of the Confederacy of Sendomir, 
to which End he defigns to come hither affoon 
as he can obain a Pats from the great General of 
the Crown-Army, for himfelf and two Senators. 
Dantzick, April 23. King Staniflaus is very de- 
Girous that a Diet of the Kingdom thould meet to 
reconcile and unite the contending Parties of Poles ; 
and in order thereto will {peedily come hither, and 
proceed from hence to Warfaw, provided he can 
prevail with the the great General who hasa good 
Army under him, to agreetoit; of which there is 
little likelihood, becaufe that General in his Circular 
Letters declares, that the Crown-Army fhall not be 
put into the Power of a Foreign Potentate, or of 
any one that is dependant on a foreign Potentate.

~ Berlin, May 5. The Bithop of Culm is now ar 
Danrzick, and makes large Promifes in the Name, 
of ‘King Staniflaus ro divers of the Polith Nobility 
But they obje@ to that King’s Promifes, his confif-

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cating the great General’s Lands: This the Bifhop 
would excule, by alledging that ‘twas done only to 
fave thofe Lands from being wholly laid wafte by 
the Swedes.

: Leipfich, May 5. We have Letters here from 
the King cf Sweden’s Army, dated at Radoskowits 
the 10:2 of April, importing, that General Lewea- 
haupt arriv’d in the Camp that Day, to give the 
King an Acvane of che Condition of the Body of 
‘Troops he comniinds, and which are on the march 
fo the Swediith Army. His Maj:fty had refolv'd to 
break up ina few Days, and march further by the 
Way of Boriffow and Kadziwilos. King Sraniflaus 
propofes to aifemble a Diet affoon as the. Swedith 
Army arrives in Mutcovy. Ocher Letcers from Po- 
jand ‘fay there had been a Fight between the Swedes 
atid Mufcovites, in which the former loft tooo Men 
befides Prifoncrs. This Action happen’d between 
Minsk and Borilfow ; and Collonel Gebems, who 
was formerly inthe Service of King Auguftus com- 
manded the Mufcovites. in
